The Publishing Board will 
consider it a favor if librarians will send to Miss MacDonald 
their lists, bibliographies, and all printed material bearing 
especially upon book selection. Suggestions and criticisms 
are invited, that the publications of the Board may meet 
library needs as completely as possible. 
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The A.L.A. Booklist is a list of books recommended 
for purchase and is made up through the collabora- 
tion of librarians, trustees, and commissions. Its 
purpose is helpfulness in book selection, especially 
for small libraries, and it deals only with recent and 
moderate-priced books. Selection for small libra- 
ries has in view libraries spending from fifty to three 
hundred dollars a year for books; the remainder of 
the list is intended for those spending from three 
hundred to a thousand. The letter s preceding the 
author’s name indicates that the book is recommended 
for small libraries. Reading lists of wide range of 
interest will also be included. 


Prices of net books marked ** are subject under the rules 
of the American Publishers’ Association to not more than 10% 
discount to libraries within a year of the date of publication. 
Those marked * do not come under the rules, but are gener- 
ally charged at a small discount. Prices marked f or un- 
marked are usually subject to a discount of 334 or 25%.

1. The Decimal classification. 2. The Expansive classifica- 
tion. 3. Suggested subject headings and references for a 
dictionary catalog. 4. The order number for Library of 
Congress cards followed by a figure indicating the number 
of cards necessary to catalog the book with the headings 
suggested, including a title card. The price for Library of 
Congress cards is 2c. for the first card and 3c. for each addi- 
tional card for the same title ordered at the same time. 
Books designated by sign %& are suggested for first purchase. 
The size is given when more than 25 cm. or less than 15 cm.

Since the May issue of the Booklist the A.L.A. committee 
on book buying has issued four bulletins (nos. 25-28). 
Following is a resumé. The Bulletins may be obtained on 
application to Mr Arthur E. Bostwick, 209 West 23 st. New 
York City. 

25 Valuable advice to book buyers, quoted from the edi- 
torial in the Publisher’s Weekly of April 7. 

26 An appeal to librarians to help increase the influence 
of the A.L.A. by joining its ranks, and above all to be ready 
to coéperate for library interests. The librarian owes it to 
the tax payers who support the libraries, to join forces and 
secure for them all that the open market permits. ‘‘To 
discover how far organization extends and how large a 
number of returns can be secured on an appeal for definite 
work, two points are submitted. If you believe in library 
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organization and codperation, if you stand ready to exert 
your influence in larger matters as well as in smaller ones, 
check the lists on the postal enclosed, sign and mail at once.” 
The postal contained two short lists. The first was a list 
of out of print books with a request to indicate which ones 
the library would buy if reprinted. The second was a list of 
poorly made books with the request to check those which, 
in the experience of the library, were more poorly made than 
are most current publications, in type, ink, presswork, paper, 
or printing. 

27 The following points on how to spend money to the 
best advantage in book buying are reprinted from previous 
bulletins. 

1 Approve no title for purchase without asking yourself 
whether by buying it you will not deprive your library of an 
opportunity to purchase some better book that is in as great, 
or even greater, demand. 

2 See that you receive regularly the catalogues of the 
best dealers in second-hand books and remainders; mark 
the titles that you think you want, have these checked with 
your catalogue to find which are not already in your library, 
and then give these careful consideration. 

3 Devote part of your book appropriation to filling sets 
of periodicals, especially those indexed in Poole. 

4 In ordering a book that is published both here and 
abroad find out, if possible, whether the foreign edition may 
not be cheaper or better than the American, or both. 

5 See that you get the best auction catalogues and utilize 
them in purchasing by auction more freely than most libraries 
now do. 

6 Aim to abolish rebinding. The ideal is to have the 
binding strong enough to last as long as the book; but not 
very much stronger. Go over your lists of purchases and 
decide which books it is well to have bound with special 
strength at the outset. This will generally include all books 
that usually have to be rebound. These books should, if 
possible, be put in strong binding at once before the pub- 
lisher’s cloth case has been put on them, for any sewing 
before the final one weakens them slightly. Cedric Chivers, 
1242 Fulton street, Brooklyn, N. Y., makes a specialty of 
this, and your own binder will doubtless do it on request. 
Even if sheets cannot be secured, it is often better to put on 
the strong binding immediately after purchase before the 
book is weakened by use. If libraries that cannot obtain 
sheets and desire to do so will write to this committee, we 
will make an effort with the publishers to get them. 

Following is a statement regarding the Times (London) 
book club, and a suggestion that libraries take advantage 
of the great reduction which it offers.
